ENFIELD, ENG.—If an appropri- 
ate medal is not struck bearing the 
name of Norman Horry, Enfield folk 
are going to be disappointed, for to 
them 15-year-old Norman is a hero 
in the truest sense. But judge for 
yourself. 

Anxious to render some service to 
his country in the present emer- 
geneyv, Nerman became a messen- 
cer in the wardens’ service at En- 
field. Eng!and. He had put in sev- 
eral successive nights of hard work. 
and just after one o'clock in the 
morning, in a lull between the crack- 
ing of guns and the falling of bombs, 
Norman was told to ‘“‘beat it’ for 
nome. 

He did so, and on his way was 
thrown to the ground as a result of 
a violent explosion. His collarbone 
‘vas fractured, and a piece of shrap- 
nel penetrated his shoulder. 

It was a “cud’’ shell which had 
fallen, but Norman, thinking it was 
a bomb, and fearing for the safety of 
residents in the locality, ran, not for 
the first aid clearing station, which 
was only a short distance away, 
but to the A. R. P. post, to report on 
the explosion. 

At the post it was obvious Nor- 
man had been severely injured. His 
raincoat was saturated with blood, 
as was his suit. Actually a piece of 
shrapnel weighing several ounces 
had gone through his shoulder and 
embedded itself within one-eighth of 
an inch of his spine. 

But while awaiting the ambulance 
to take him to hospital, he made 
light of his suffering and laughed 
and joked as he always does. His 
farewell to his chums as he was 
rushed off to hospital was ‘I hope 
the people in those houses are all 
right. I shall be back on the job 
again tomorrow.” 

No wonder the doctor who attend- 
ed Norman remarked: ‘‘No harm 
can come to Old England as long 
as there are boys of this type.”’ 

Happily, the operation on Norman 
has proved entirely successful, but 
it will be some time before he is 
back on duty. In the meantime he 
is keeping his chin up and helping 
all the other patients in his ward to 
do the same.

1 spawned a startling 
of political scandals— 
ships which wouldn’t float, planes 
which cracked up in mid-air, and 
conscienceless profiteering — _ re- 
sponsible leaders in both Congress 
and the State Legislature are 
planning to subject national de- 
fense proposals to the most rigid 
scrutiny. 

Several skillfully - camouflaged 
bills which have been dumped in- 
to the legislative hoppers at 
Washington and Sacramento have 
been spotted already as schemes 
to exploit the national defense 
program for private gain — and 
numerous other measures are be- 
ing carefully checked for jokers. 

There is grave danger, however, 


according to legislative leaders, 
that in certain instances costly 
projects, which have no _ actual 


place in the defense program, will 
ride through as emergency meas- 
ures, with the taxpayer left hold- 
ing the bag. 

Lobbyists for commercial high- 
way carriers, for example, have 
submitted a program to Congress 
purporting to show that four bil- 
lion dollars will be required im- 
mediately to build highways for 
national defense purposes. 

California’s part of this “emer- 
gency” road building program 
would cost $504-million, or $73.32 
per capita, while as a matter of 
fact this State’s highway system 
is entirely adequate to meet de- 
fense requirements, except pos- 
sibly for the construction of a few 
additional laterals tying up with 
army cantonments. : 

On the other hand, legitimate 
defense projects urgently needed 
if the country is to achieve ade- 
quate preparedness, are pending 
in both Congress and the Legis- 
lature. And the task which con- 
fronts the lawmakers is one of 
sifting the wheat from the chaff 
and giving priority to the projects 
which are o the most vital concern 
to the national welfare. 

The Economy Bloc n the Legis- 
lature — anticipating sharp in- 
creases in federal taxec and deter- 
mined to keep expenditures for 
normal functions of A i 
in check — will probabJy turn 
thumbs down on ali biiis to boost 
State appropriations or State tax- 
es.

Arms, Shropshire, a domestic ser- | 
vant at Oxford, by shooting her 
with his service rifle. 

Prosecutor E. G. Robey said Miss | 
Sherry had been friendly with Bees- 


was obvious that he wanted to mar- 
ry her. 

In July of this year she became 
acquainted with Corporal James 
Fuller of Totnes road, Reading, and | 
apparently they made up their 
minds to become engaged. 

Rejected Admirer Calls. 

On September 16 Beesley went to 
Oxford because he was anxious 
about Miss Sherry, not having heard | 
from her for some time. He went 
to the girl’s lodgings and waited in | 
her room until she returned at 10:30 
p. m. Shortly afterwards the fatal | 
shot was heard. | 

Beesley, while waiting, had seen 
some letters which were written by 
Corporal Fuller. They were obvi- | 
ously love letters and they showed (| 
that Fuller and the girl were hoping { 
to marry. | 

After reading the letters, alleged | 
Robey, Beesley discharged his rifle, | 
with the result that the girl was 
shot through the heart at close 
range while sitting in an armchair. 

Counsel alleged that in a state- | 
ment Beesley said: 

“I waited until Miss Sherry came 
in. She seemed surprised to see 
me. I asked her why she had not 
written to me for nearly a month, 
and told her I knew the reason why. 

“I asked her who Corporal James 
Fuller was, and she said she did not 
know. I produced some letters 
which I had found on her dressing 
table and she tried to grab them 
from me, but I pulled them back 
and put them in my pocket. 


Treats It as a Joke. 


“TI said to her: ‘You have not been 
true to me while I was in the army. 
It is about time you made up your 
mind after going with me for seven 
years. I do not intend you to have 
another man to fool like you have 
me.’ 

“She then said she would please | 
herself what she did, an@ laughed | 
and treated it as a joke. 

“I picked up my gun and pointed | 
it at her as she sat in the chair. | 
The next thing I heard was a shot. 
I thought I had missed her, and left | 
the room and the house by the front 
door. 

“IT walked up Richmond road to 
the corner of Walton street and just 


wandered about. In the end I gave 
myself up at the Central police sta- 
tion.”’ 

Prosecutor Robey said that when 
at the station Beesley asked if the 
girl was dead. When told she was, 
he said he did not care what hap- 
pened; he did not mean to kill her. 

Beesley was committed for trial 
at Oxford Assizes.
